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Suggested Routes 


From North: Route 95 to Route 295 (Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way) which feeds into New York Ave. At 15th St. N.W. New 
York Ave. feeds into Pennsylvania Ave., N.W. 


From Northwest: 70S feeds into Route 240 (which becomes 
Wisconsin Ave.). Proceed on Wisconsin, bearing left onto Massa- 
chusetts Ave. where Massachusetts crosses Wisconsin. Continue 
on Massachusetts until 21st St., N.W., turn right on 21st at 
Fairfax Hotel and continue to campus. 

From West: Continue on Route 50 and cross the Arlington Memo- 
rial Bridge, circle the Lincoln Memorial, and take 23rd St., N.W. 
Continue a few blocks to campus. 

From South: Route 95 to Washington Boulevard (Rt. 27 north), 
cross Arlington Memorial Bridge, circle the Lincoln Memorial, 
take 23rd St.,N.W., and continue a few blocks to campus. 
Alternative: From the Beltway Route 495, take George Washing- 
ton Memorial Parkway in Virginia, and find exit on right for 
Theodore Roosevelt Bridge. After crossing bridge, first stop light 
on Constitution Ave. is at 23rd St., N.W., turn left onto 23rd, and 
proceéd a few blocks to campus.
